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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments (Remarks) filed on 
07/19/2005, regarding examiner's rejection under 35 USC 103 in the final office action dated 04/19/2005, are not persuasive. 

It is noted that the applicant's argument regarding the claim rejection under 35 USC 103 is based on the submitted affidavit under 37 CFR 
1.131 (see Remark: pages 13-14). 

The affidavit filed on 07/19/2005 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered but is ineffective to overcome the reference because: 

a. The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a conception of the invention prior to the effective date of the references, 
wherein the dates on the evidence document of "Patent Idea Details" is missing or unreadable (see Affadavit: last two pages). 

b. The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish diligence from a date prior to the date of reduction to practice of the references 
to either a constructive reduction to practice or an actual reduction to practice (see Affadavit: pages 1-6). 

For the above reasons, the examiner believes that the applicant's argument is not persuasive and the evidence is insufficient to 
overcome the prior art references, therefore, the final rejection is sustained.. 
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
